This Emperor, ſhortly aſter his arrival, ſuddenly aſſembled-all 
his Loꝛds in their rich Vabiluments, appointing them to tale their 
way towards King Pepins Court, to declare unto him the cauſe of 
tis coming, which was to enjep his fair S1ffer Belliſant in Marri⸗ 
age. The jzobles, accoꝛding to his command, came unto B. Pepin, 
declaring unto him the cauſe cf their Emperozs toming into his 
Country: which when .

This marriage ſeaſt endured long. but at laft being ended, 
the Emperoꝛ (afſiſted with all his Wozthy Train) made pꝛeparati⸗ 
on to take their leave of King Pepin his bꝛother in Law, take their 
way towards Conſtantinople, with his fair Empreſs Belliſant, Be⸗ 
ing thus all mounted on Mozſe⸗back, King Pepin alſo ſet fozward 
with his Bꝛother Emperoꝛ, to bring him on his way,Royally attend- 
ed on every ſide, with Loꝛds, Ladies, and many other Gallants of 
the Conet: And they that could not find Legs to go, ſound eyes to 
weep foz the departure of their fair Lady and Piſtris, the new 
Empreſs of Conſtantinople. 

At laſt, both theſe Pighty Princes came ner unto a Pozt of the 
Dea, whereat they muſt needs part; there taking leave of eachother, 
they were loꝛced ta render moze thanks in tears then woꝛds, the which 
I wn not able to expreſs : But above all, the Cmperoz yielded N.

At which woꝛds of the Emperour 
unto King Pepin, the R. preſently him in his arms: ſay- 
ing, Fair Sir, andMy right Loving Bꝛother, J have not 
received youacco2ding as your ſtate r with ſuch f21umphs 
and Pagnificence as became me, but in that you have ſo g2aciouſly 
accepted my ſmall power, J hold my ſelf content in that J have 
done, but not that J ſhould have done: & therefoze there belongeth 
fmall thanks to me, but from me innumerable, in that you have been 
pleaſed to accept of my Siſter foz your wife: whereby (J truſt) long 


friendſhip ſhall be continued betwixt us: In token whereof, I take _ 


witneſs of all that are here preſent, that my Body, my Realm, my 
Gods, and all the powers that J can raiſe in France, to adventure 
fo2 your ſafety and ſuccour all the daysof my life. 

King Pepin being now departed from the Empero2,turned himſelf 
to his Diſter Bellifant, and in this manner takes his leave: Fair 
Siſter (quoth he) think no longer of this Country of France, wherein 
you have ſpent your Jnfant days,but remember that you are removed 
to a Country of better conditions. Alſo let your behaviour be ſuch, 
that J, the reſt of your Friends, and the whole company of all the 
Peers, may have honour and joy in you. |

Alas (quoth ſhe) help, help, ſay, to lay me down 
ſoftly under vonder great Tree; and when J am laid, make hafte x 
fed me the help of women, whe hereſoeves thon canſt get any,for Jcan 
go no further, my pains ſo much increaſe in multitudes upon me. 

Blandiman her ſervant did as ſhe commanded, t fo2 that he knew 
not how to find the ſame place again, he ſet a ſpecial mark, that he 
might the readier come thither again: and ſo betaking him to Yozſs, 
he rode fo2th ſwiftly to ſeek ſome Woman to help this Diſtreſſed 
Lady.

ny have done befoze. Wherefoze, J King Pepin, reſting upon this 
reſolution, would fain find out a man to bear unto the Pau Ad 
miral a Letter of defiance in my name.

Lhe King hearing Valentine thus fo2ward, and of ſuch undoabt- 
ed and valiant reſalutian, was right Joyful}; and all thoſe of his 
Pz2incely train greatly marvelled at this his magnanimaus-ſpirit, 
Pereupon the King called foꝛth unto hima Secretary, willing him 
| to dzaw a Letter of defiance, and deliver the ſame to Valentine. 

Valentine pzepared himſelf thereunto, and ng ſ@ner had he received 
the Letters, but he tok leave of the Ring, and all his train, and 
being bzavely mounted, he tok his way towards Rome, and ſo to 

the Palace where the Admiral lay. Do caming thither,he came be- 
foze the Admiral, and ſaluted him after this manner : The Gods

Again, J tell the, that foz thy part, thou haſt committed a 
haughty enterp2iſe, thus to enter my Pallace, to deliver any ſuch 
Pellage unto me. Wherefo2e J aſſure the, by the height of my Pa⸗ 
zeſty, If that J did auredly know, that what thou haft done were 

ꝛongh pride of heart and inſolency, thereby to make a mock at our 
Majeſty, thou ſhould ſt never return to R. Pepin, to carry an an- 

ſwer to thy pꝛoud Paſters Letters. Valentine hearing theſe hot x 
furious words ſounding from the Admiral, began to be afraid: 
'Wherefoze deliberating with himſelf what to reply, he mildly faid, 
High and Mighty Empero2, do not imagine that by p2ids 02 p2e- 
fumption J am come befoꝛe you; fo: when you ſhall underſtand the 
manner of my coming; you will be aſtonied thereat. Why then(qd. 
the Admiral) ſay on, tell us how thou art come, fo2 J ſwear by Ma- 
homet, J ſhall take great pleaſure in hearing thee relate thine enter- 
pꝛize. Then ſaid Valentine, Dir, ſo it is, that J was accufed to K, 
Pepin foz a Coward, # that ſince J came with him to this Mar, A 
would ſecretly have ſtoln away from the Camp, and returned back 
again into France: Fo2 which (great Avmiral)the King had me in 
great diſgrace, © vowed the next moꝛning to ſmite off my head. J 
perceiving my ſelf in this danger, ſought rather to ſave my life, 
than to loſe both life and honour, and therefo2e gave it fo2th thꝛough⸗ 
out the Court that J would andertake to come to pour Court to 
defie you on King Pepins behalf, and therewithal, that A would 
challenge you to bzeak th2ze Spears with you in ſingle Combate, 
to try your valiancy, and to win unto my ſelf that loſt honour that 
\befoze J told unto you 3; wherefozz my requeff is, that your 
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G2eatneſs would grant me my requeſt, otherwiſe J dare never re- 
turn again, leſt the i ing put me to Death. The Admiral hearing 
this pittiful, yetcunning tale of Valentine, ſaid unto him: Don J 
ds fwear by Mahomet, thou ſhalt not be refuſcd; but at this inſtant 
J offer thee the Juſts, + to the end that thoſe French-men that lye 
in ſicge beloꝛe the City may have a ſight thereof, and ſce thy valour, 
I will oꝛdain the place of Jufting to be without the City, Valentine 
humbly thanked him, and in token of his Acceptance and feigned 
Love, he fell down and kiſſed the feet of the Aomiral. Valentine 
grew in to great favour in the Admirals court, but vet it often troub- 
ted his mind, that he-could never underſtand who were his Parents; 
But while he beſtowed his wand ing thoughts hereabout, the Ad- 
miral ſaid thus unto him: Fair Son, methinks you are very pen⸗ 
five and ſad. Tis true (quoth he) and not without cauſe, fo2 J am 
much afraid that J ſhall be lain in theſe Juſts, wherefoze my requeſt 
is, that J may have a Confeſſo2 to give me abſolution fo2 my ſins; 
then the Admiral commanded that a Pꝛieſt ſhould be bꝛought unto 
him: Lhe P21eft being come, ſaid unto Valentine; Now confeſs 
vou unto me, Valentine getting the Pꝛieſt aſide, and being together, 
he ſaid thus unto him: Sir, vou are a Chꝛiſtian Pꝛieſt, and above 
all other, you ought moſt todefend ths Chꝛiſtian Faith, wherefoze 
hearken to that J hall tell you, fo it is a thing requireth great 
ſecreſie. Thus it is, You know that this dap J am to juſt with 
the Heatheniſh Admiral, the greateſt enemy of Ch2iſttan People: 
Now Jam well allured that a great number of the Sarazens will 
iſſue fo2th of the City, tobe eye-witnelles of theſe Juſts, to be held 
without the Malls of the City. Therefoze you ſhall give warning 
to all Chꝛiſtians to keep within the Walls,arming themſelves in 
a readineſs, and cloſely keep it frem the ears of the Pagans : ſq 
when the Pagans are come fo2th to b2hold the Jufts, the Chziſti⸗ 
ans ſuddenly ſhall ſurp213e the Guards that keeps tho Gates, and 
if any Putinp ariſe, let them keep out thoſe that are out.

ly towards all. Dinner being done, the Admiral called unto him a |

having received this Command from his Uncle the Admiral, tok

ed, and Valentine delivered from the Dungeon, 

E plate of Combat be ing appointed, Orſon attended in a readi⸗ 
1 neſs fo2 his enemy ; in the end, Gry gar being well armed by 
Haufray 4 Henry, tok his leave of them on this wiſe : Py Lo2ds, 
in pour cauſe am J dclivered over to death, evil was the day wherein 
J began this enterp2ize. Hold thy Peace (ſatd Henry) fo2 J will de- 
fend thee from the ſentence of my Father work thy ſafety,ſo thou 
wilt be ſecret. | 

Grygar being thus armed, and well mounted on his Yozſe, went 


towards the Palace gate, where this Combat was to be _— the 
L our 
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hour being come, the Uu. repaired to the Window to behold the 
Combat : All the Robles in the Court being allembled, the Judges 
were appointed, that no w2ong ſhould be offered on either part. Do 
Grygar being entred the Lifts, he eſpyed Orſon, and began to dzaw 
near unto him, ſaying :

Orſon ran after him with a grinning countenance, making figns to 
the Nu. that he would ere long foꝛce him to pield unto him. Grygar 
fcaring the danger wherein he was like to fall, ſecretly to himſelf 
murmured out theſe woꝛds: Ah Haufray, foꝛ thy cauſe and ſake Jam 
thus dclivered over to death. Long and tedious was the Fight, but 
Grygar could never ſo much as wound the wild⸗ man. 

At laſt Orſon caſt away his Spear, and came cloſe to Grygar, in 
ſuch manner, that he caught his Bo2ſe faſt by the Neck, making him 
ſomad and furious, that he overthzew his Rider to the Earth, and

TL laſt Grygar was b2ought befoze the R. who asked pardon 

fo2 his high offence, t in the pꝛeſence of all the beholders, told 

him, that the onely aco2s in this traiterous plot, were Haufray and 
Henry his Dons, 4 by their means he had taken Valentine and put 
him in P21ſon, and there meaned (in ſecret manner) to have put 
him to death.

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ould be made manifeſt ; fo2 at that time Clerimond had a Caſtle, | 
t in it a Head of Bꝛaſs, compoſed by Negromancy, which head told 
unto Clerimond all that ſhould happen unto her all her life; 4 alſo, 
all that ever ſhe had done in her fozepaſſed time: beſides, this ſame 
head was comp*ſed by ſuch wondꝛous Magick Art, that it ſhould 
never leave off ſpcaking, until the obleſt Bt. in the world ſhould 


enter the Caſtle, and then che Head utterly to give over, and never 
to ſpeak moꝛe. 


This Pagical Spell fell out upon Valentine, whom that fair 
Lady Clerimond ſhall take to Bugsband, æ foz whom he ſhall endure 
a Woz2ld of miſeries, as God (willing) in the ſucceeding Biſtozp 
you ſhall underſtand Do leave we this, and return back again to N. 
Pepin, where befoze'we left him. R. Pepin goeth on his Journey 
towards the Foꝛreſt, to ſave the Life of Valentine, and Orſon being 
with him, bꝛought him unts the very Caſtle wherein he was impꝛi⸗ 
ſon d. Being come to the Gates thereof, the Po2ters knowing the 
R. barred the Gates, fo2 ſo they were commanded by the Reſidue 
within the Caſtle, upon pain of Life. The n perteiving he could 
not enter in peace, c nded his Attendants to enter by fozce, 
ſo they did. Being gotten within the Caſtle, they ſeized upon all 
ſeditious traytors, ⁊ bound them faſt in chains, having ſo done, they 
went into the Dungeon where Valentine lay bound, and bꝛought him 
fozth unto the M.: Valentine eſpying the K. fell upon his knees, 
yielding him thouſands of thanks, fo2 that extraordinary kindneſs 
ſhewed to him, in delivering him out of a Hell of darkneſs, + fear 
of death. The Barrons alſo that attended the K. welcomed him 
with great joy and gladneſs, telling to him all that had hapned, and 
how that Orſon had fought with the traptoꝛ Grygar, in hisquarrel, 
and overcame him: Valentine hearing thereof, embꝛaced Orſon.

quiſhed by any, ſave only hy a Ks. Bon that had never Sucked 
woman. Being come to Aquitain, the people flocked from all parts 
to ſ& the rough and unmanly ſhape of Orſon,but Valentine ſeeing their 
folly,made him a Jacket of ſteel to put upon him, when Orſon hay 
it en his back, he was much offended thereat 4 would have thzown 
it away, but he much feared Valentine, and would do any thing that

Orſon having his Stel Jacket upon his Back, looked much upon 
bimſelf, and at laſt became pꝛoud thereof, & ſet his countenance ac- 
co2ding to his heart.

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Orſon gathering ſome underſtanding of iheir talk, made ſigns un⸗ 
to Valentine that he might fight with the G2een Mt. and that he 
would make Love to the Lady Fezon; whereat Valentine laughed 
heartily. By this time; think them to be come near to the City of 
Aquitain,ſtanding upon a hill; + meeting with an old man, he queſ- 
tioned with him, what City that was befoze him. Parry (quoth he) it 
is Aquitain, Now tell me (ſaid Valentine) where refteth the Gꝛeen 
At. e Why Sir (ſaid he) without the City, J think you are go- 
ing to fight with him. I (qv. Valentine) Ah Sir (ſaid the old man) 
undertake not ſo foul a folly, fo2 it is not poſſible to conquer him. 
Come hither my Son, and ſtand thou on this little Bill, and J Hall 
thew thee above fo2zty famous ts. hanging on a Tree, whom he 
hath overcome. Alſo there is now kut fiftcen days fo be accomplith- 
ed / c the Duke of Aquitain muſt part with his fair Daughter Fezon, 
to his great grief, t the overthꝛow of the whole Kingdom. Father 
(qv. Valentine) the Gods defend her. He had no ſooner ſpoke theſe 
wo2ds, but there came another ancient man of fourſco2e pears of age, 
in the habit of a Pilgrim. This man was that Blandiman,@quire to 
the diſtreſſed Belliſant, & he it was that led his Lady Belliſant into 
the Taſfle of Ferragus the Gyant, as befoꝛe we have declared; Valen- 
tine eſpying him, demanded of him whence he was, and whencehe 
came : Sir, quoth the Pilgrim» from Conſtantinople, but J could 
not enter into the City, by reaſon of a Pagan @ouldan had begirt it 
with aSiege,neither could J come to deli ver themefage on which J 
am ſent, wherefoze I thought it my ſafeſt courſe toreturn,Pilgrim 
(qd. Valentine) what fhinkeft thou of the G2een Rt. is it not 
poCible he ſhould be overcome? No ſaidthe Pilgrim, J adviſe yon 
not to follow the enterp21ize,fo2 if there were a whole hundzed of you, 
he would ſe the end ol you all. Father, whether go vou, ſaid Valen- 
tine? Dir, Jtake my reavieft way to Paris, fo2 J have a Peffage 
to N. Pepin, from a Difter of his named Belliſant, that long hath 
bien baniſhed from Conſtantinople w2ongfulty , & now is the god 
Lady in the Youſe of a Gyant, that keepeth her, & uſeth her honoz- 
abty, intending to know R. Pepins mind, whether he be conſented 
to theſe w2ongs done unto her,foz ye well knoweth ſhe is a ous 
Lady, and foz her ſake, offereth to put himſelf in ſingle _— 
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with the Emperoꝛ of Greece, foʒ that he hath ſo wꝛongfully Baniſh⸗ 
ed her. Palmer (d. Valentine) pzay thee to return back again with 
me to Aquitain,foz thither am J going, to fight with the Green Kt, 
If the Gods give me victo2y againſt him, J will accompany the into 
France,fo2 J ſhall tell thee, only fo2 the love J bear unto R, Pepin, 
undertake I this fight,fo2 he hath been the means of my pꝛeſer vation, 
t as a Father unto me. Therefoꝛe to him I dedicate all my labours, 
and reſt wholly at his command. Sir (qd. Blandiman) to this mo- 
tion J will never conſent,foz my Ly.hath put me in truſt to difpatch 
her affairs,+ J will diſcharge the duty of a truſty Servant towards 
her, and ſo taking my leave, J commend you to the protection of the 
Gods. The Palmer being gone, Valentine loked long after him, 
and not without cauſe, but hoiſt not why, foz this was the man 
that had boꝛn a part of his Mothers exiles. Mell: Valentine alſo tok 
7 his journey, and aſter ſome few days, came near to the City ot 
quitain. 

Valentine beheld the City very earneftly,and paſſing on he eſpied 
apleaſant Fountain, thither he went, and alighting from his Yozſe, 
laid him down under a Tree, to refreſh his tired limbs, and Orſon 
was his ke per all the while he ſlept: Anon he awakedand pzepared 
bimſelf to take Yozſe again, but ſuddenly there arrived at the ſams 
Fountain, a moſt curious Kt. pꝛoud and of ſo haughty a Sfomach 
that he was ſtiled the pꝛoud Rt. and withal, ſo fierce and reſolate, 
that he never all the days of his life asked queſtion of any man, yet 
if he whom he met ſaluted him not, he pzeſently killed him. This 
pꝛoud Kt. came to the Fountain, and Valentine beholding him, 
ſaid never a wo2d, & Orſon alſo gazed fiercely upon him. Lhe pꝛoud 
Kft. was angred in his heart, and appꝛoached near unto Orfon, . 
gave him ſuch a blow, that the blood 1Nned ont of his mouth; Orſon 
feeling the blow ſmart, ſuddenly took him r thꝛew him to the earth 
under him, and preſently eſpying a knife at the kts. Girdle ſmote 
him therewith into the body ſo deep, that he was nothing but blood, 
The Kt. feeling himſelf wounded, crying out aloud, wherenpon 
Valentine coming in reſcued the Kt, ont of Orſons hands, any 
ſaid: Fair Kt, you have offered great wzong to ſmite a poaz 
Wild-man on this rude manner, who can ſpeak never a wozd: with 
that the Proud At. began thus roughly to anſwer Valentine: 
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Pꝛoud Piſcreant, why then doeſt thou not ſalute me: & therewith 
dꝛew foꝛth a Glave, thinking to have ſmitten him, Valentine ſ&ing 
the blow, dꝛew fo2th his @wozd, & ſtruck at the pꝛoud At. with ſuch 
violence, that he ſtruck him dead, and ſaid unto him: Vereafter learn 
thou to ſalute men in a moꝛe [riendly manner. The P20ud ut. being 
dead, his men fled with all the haſt they could unto Aquitain,bearing 
tydings of their Palters death. Duke Savary hearing thereof; 
was greatly diſpleaſed, fo2 he was his Cozen. 

Amongſt the reſt, Valentine underſtood of the lamentation that 
was foz the death of the Pꝛoud Kt. belide the Fountain: where- 
upon he ſuddenly mounted on Vozſe-back;, 4 entred the City, where 
helodg'din a Burgeſſes Youſe of the ſame City, whereby it came to 
the ears of Duke Savary, that he had gain his Cozen. And the Duke 
commanded that Valentine 4 his B2other Orſon ſhouid be bꝛought 
befoze him: ſo being come into the p2efence of the Duke, he began on 
this manner: Friend (qd. he) of whence are you:; NA hat Pzince do 
you ſerve; and whether be ye Kts, oz no? Sir (ſaid Valcutine) 
Jam a Kt. and owe my duty and ſervice tothe famous . Pepin 
of France. Then ſaid the Duke unto him; You have lain my Cozen; 
tis true (ſaid Valentine) and ſo J ſhould have done, had it been my 
own kinſman, foz he was of ſo high a ſtomach, that he diſdainev to 
ſpeak to any man,x ſmote ſo furiouſly at my Companion, that he had 
near hand killed hum: which J perceiving, dꝛew foꝛth my Swoꝛd g 
flew him. Fair Duke, know this, J am a ſlranger in this City, # 
hither am J rome to Combat with the Gꝛen Bt. as alſo to behold 
that beauteous Lady Fezon, whom the whole wo2ld admires;:Where- 
foze J think it a Lawof cquity, fo2 ſtrangers to pais up + down in 
ſafety; Conſider, J have ſhewed you the cauſe of my coming: dN hen 
the Duke heard Valentine ſay ſo, he ſaid unto him: Knight, right 
well haſt thou anſwered me,andſ&ing my Cozen hath come by this 
moꝛe by P2ide, than Courage, J am right ſozrowtful;+ ſo J paſs it 
over; and pardon the der d. But in that you urge, that your coming 
hither was only to Combat the Gꝛen Rt.: come you into my 
Palace, andthere you ſhall behold the Beauty foꝛ which you thus far 
adventured. Po2eover,that you may ſee that you are not come alone, 
you ſhall behold fifteen Kts. fo accompany you, and new arrived 
.foz the Love of the Lady Fezon, and to try their Ualour — the 
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ſaid Green knight their Enemy. Go, I ſay, to my Palace, ſalute 
my Daughter, as my cuſtom is to ſtrangers, befoze they adventure 
their perlous in battel with the Gzeen knight, and having pꝛeſented 
your ſelves beſoꝛe her in the ſign of love, vou ſhall recerve from her a 
King of Gold. 

Sir, quoth Valentine; J ſhall be ready to do all Nights and Cu- 
ſtoms belonging to this place;# beſides, J will obey you in all things 
whatſoever it ſhall pleaſe you to command me. This conference end- 
ed, the Duke went into the Caſtle, accompanied with Valentine and 
Orſon. Vaving entred the Yall where the knights were aſſembled, 
Valentine beheld the Lady ſitting amongſt them, and making his 
way unto her, with all duty and reverence,at laſt he ſaluted her thus: 
Lady, vou whoſe Beauty and Fame is bꝛuited thꝛough the world, the 
Gods pꝛeſer ve tha from the G2een knight, who J dare boldly avouch 
is not wo2thy to touch pour ſuperexcellent lips. Moꝛeover, dear adp, 
may it pleaſe you to underſtand, that Pepin the Mighty King ot 
France hath ſent me hither to pꝛeſent unto you the moſt Noble man 
that liveth on the carth; wherefoꝛe Lady behold him well, foz he fear 
eth no man, noꝛ any weapon, albeit he cannot ſpeak:wherefoze l aſſure 
you that the G2een knight is nat able to withſtand his mighty fo2ce, 
no2 make any reſiſtance againſt him, Sir (quoth the Lady) J yicld 
unto the N. of France thouſands of thanks, as alſo to you that have 
taken ſuch pains to pꝛeſent ſucha one befoze me: But ſap, wherefoꝛe 
is this woꝛthy Champion no better cloathed, ſoꝛ methinks he is of an 
excellent perſon, well fozmed, ſtrait, and of a hardy countenance ; x 
if he were waſhed + bathed in ſome excellent Liquoꝛ, his fleſh would 
be both white and ſoft. Lady (qd. Valentine) he never woze Gar- 
ment till it was very latelp, # then J cauſed this Jacket you ſ& him 
wear, to be made fitting to his body: Po2cover,J afureyou,that when 
he came firſt into Paris, he came like a Wild, Savage; and naked 
Man, # his fleſh was ſo hard, that he neither feared wind noz2 cold. 
Uhile he was ſpeaking theſe woꝛds, Fezon behcldhim very wiſhly, 
foz ſhe wes in love with him in heart: But pet Valentine began a- 
gain thus to ſpeak unto her, Lady, foꝛ myſelf I muſt ſay ſomething 
alſo, therefoꝛe, know this, that only fo2 the love of you, J have ventu- 
red my ſelf in this Climate, to ſc if foꝛtune will ſo much favour me, 
that J may bear you away from all comers, by fo2ce of arms, & pet 
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fair Lady, one thing moze J have tc to utter unto you, which is. that I J 
have made an Oath unto my ſelf;that J will never return again in⸗ 
t France, till J have pzoved my foztune on the G2zeen Rt. and 
with him do J intend to cope befo2e J part hence; and either deli⸗ 
liver him over inte your hands as Conquered, o2 ſuffer Death, as 
many moꝛe befoꝛe me have led the way. Alas, Bt. laid the Ladp, 
rut not pcur ſelf in danger fo2 my ſake, fo2 methinks it is folly in 
any man, to endanger himſelf fo2 the god of another : Again, there 
be many valtant Ats. have miſcarried in ſceking my Love, and J 
the unhappieſt living, to ſ& theſe unfo2tunate days. Lady, quoth he, 
what J have vowed, J mean to accomplity : TUhy then, fair Kt. 
God be thy ſpeed; and therewithal dꝛew fozth two Kings of Gold, 
giving Valentine the one, # Orſon the other, alſo they ſat down at 
the Table amongſt the other Ats. and were welcomed with great 
feaſtings. Being ſet at the Table, F ezon ſcill fixed her eye moſt on 
Orſon, & Orſon upon her, as it were interchangeably glancing Love⸗ 
looks one to another, with exce ding gracious aſpects:now in the midſt 
of all theſe Feaſtings, the Gzeen Kt. (as his cuſtome was) came 
thundꝛing at the Gates, only to have a ſight, of the beauteous Lady 
Fezon, foʒ vou ſhall under ſtand, that ſuch were the conditions between 
him and the Duke Savary, that every day it ſhould be lawful foz him 
to enter his Palace, to behold the Lady without contradiction. Being 
entred the great Hall, his manner was, to cry out with a loud voices 
faying : Ualiant Duke of Aquitain, have you yet any moze Cham⸗ 
pions to fight with me foꝛ the love of this Lady? The Duke ynſwer- 
ed, yea, J have pet within my Palace, ſixtæn valiant ks. that 
mean to try their foꝛtune upon ther, befoze they depart my Ccuntry. 
Then ſaid the Gꝛeen Kt. let me ſee them; and likewiſe the fair 
Lady Fezon: Enter, ſaid the Duke, foꝛ thou haſt free liberty. Bere- 
withal the Gꝛeen Kt. entred the Hall, ſternly beholding all the Kts. 
one after another, at laſt when he had gone th2zorgh tem all, he began 
to ſpeak'to them on this manner: Lo2ds, cat ano dꝛink: and make 
merry, fo2 to mo220ws day ſhall be pour lat ; and know that it will 
fall out to all your ſhares to be hangcb on the Top of my Tree, as 
many befoze vou have ben ſer ved. 
Valentine well marking his high wo2ds, grew crea ding angry, 
and at laſt began to anſwer him: Pzoud Kt. theſc vaunts 8 
We 
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well have lyen ſmothered in thy bꝛeaſt, foꝛ I tell thee, this day is come 
hither a Bt. that will hold thee tack, moze then any that ever pet 
encountred thee, t whereas thou triumphantly haſt conquered ma⸗ 
ny, he it is ſhall vanquiſh thee, 4 leave thy bead Cops a Prey fo: 
ravenous beaſts. ew Orſon underitood that Valentine — all 
this of him aiſo knew this to be the Gzeen Ut. by whom ſo many 
valtaut men had loft their lives: inſomuch, that he ſaluted him with 
a fierce Uſage, and whetting his Teeth leapt from the Table, and 
calding the Gꝛeen At. by the middle thaew him upon his neck, as if 
he had been a little Child, 4 having him at that advantage, eſpying 
a wall,th2ew the G2zeen At. with ſuch violence againſt the ſame, that 
all thc beholders thought he had verily bzoken his neck, foꝛ he lay as 
dead, z to ſet him down again at the table, as befozc,and in a laughing 
geſture made ne would bear upon his Neck thzee ſuch as 
the Green Kt, 

At this ſudden action of Orſon, all the Kts. there aCembled be- 
gan to laugh, and coming one towards the other, ſaid: Now is he 
come indeed, that ſhall be the overth2zow of the Gꝛeen At.; But 
we cannot chuſe but lament the woful chance that ſhall befal the 
Lady Fezon, foz he cannot ſpeak, pet is wozthy of all hanoz amongſt 
the valianteſt The Lady on the other his valour, was 
inſtantly overcome with the love of Or ſoa, that only be conquered her 
heart.+ left all the reſt hopeleſs,of ever gaining the Garland at which 
they aimed. By this tune the G2een Kt. was again recovered, any 
counting it a deed of Courage, began thus toſay in theafo2eſaid pzey 
ſence : Lo2ds, this wild-man hath deceived my truſt, fo2 he came 
upon me unawares, without ſaying any wozd: but A think good to 
let you underſtand, that in the moznang J ſhall-be better p29vided : 
and to the end J may make him an example to all that ever went 
befoze,J will o2dain fo2 him a Gibbet of purpoſe, higher : ſtronger 
than fo2 any that have been vanquiſhed by me; and thereon I will 
Pang his Beaſtly Co2ps, * Beaſts and Birds to make their 
Deep. 
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CH AP. XXI. 
How Orſon encountred the Green Knight, and what followed there- 
of ; Alſo how Valentine attempted to fight with him, but could 
not overcome him. 


Rſon perceiving the G2een Rt. diſpleaſed, and to threaten him, 
began as faſt to chatter with his lips, making ſigns that he 
would meet him on the mozrow, and fight with him, and in token 
thercof, tak off his hood, and thꝛew it on the ground as his Gage: 
which Valentine ſeeing, ſpake thus to the G2ceen Kt. : Sir, the 
wild-man challengeth you, and in token thereof hath thzown down 
his Gage, whereof, if your ſtomach ſerve, I adviſe you to take it up: 
Yereat the Gꝛeen Kt. fretted ſo exceedingly, that he replyed never 
a woꝛd Duke Savary being p2eſent,ſard untMim: Sir Kt J, well 
perceive that the Battel will grow ſtrong between the Mild⸗ Pan 
and vou, A think that he will hold vou tough play: wherefoꝛe if you 
chance to conquer him alſo, you may well Repozt of your Ualour 
thꝛoughout the Wozld,fo2 he hath trycd ſome part of his courage al- 
ready: 4 in vanquiſhing him, you need not ſtand in fear of any. The 
Gzeen-Kt. hereat moze and more enraged ſwoze by all the Gods, 
that e're the mozrow Sun was ſet, he would try the utmoſt of his 
rength,fo2 he ſhouldnever return again from the field, but be hang- 
ed a great deal higher, than any of the reſt : and with theſe wozds 
{cft the Caſtle, and betok him to his Pavillion. 
He being departed, the reſt of the Ats ſtill remained with the 
Lady Fezon, making great joy, and ſaying one to another, that the 
day was come, that the G2een Kt. ſhould meet with his Match. 
On the other ſide, fame had ſo ſpꝛead abꝛoad the worthy ad of Orſon 
the ſavage upon the Gꝛeen Kt. that multitudes of people reſo2ted 
into the Palace, to ſee © behold him; inſomuch that the Duke com- 
manded the Gates to be ſhut againſt them. Orſon perteiving the peo- 
ple ſo abundantly to appꝛoach, t heàring the noiſe, lrapt up iuto a 
Mindaw to behold the People, ſo that they willing to lee him, e he 
delirous to ſee them, at Night they ali departed to their houſes. The 
people being departed,+ ſuper ended, they paſſed the reft of the night 
in merriments, & ſo to bed. Valentine being bzought td his Cham 
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ber, went to bed, making figns to Orſon to lye down by him; but he 

not regarding his kindneſs, laid him down upon the G2ound, accoz⸗ 

ding to his wonted uſe, e ſo paſſed away that night. Po2ning be- 

ing come, Valentine g Orſon went into the Hall, where they found 

the fair Lady Fezon, accompanied with the other Ats. holding a 

diſpute among themſelves who ſhould firſt fight with the G2@n Ke. 

At laſt ſtod up a worthy Kt. of France (called celaram) and ſaid; 

Lo2ds, ſo you be pleaſed, J am the man intend the firſt Tryal ; to 

this they agreed, and pꝛeſently armed him. Being armed, he came 

to the Lady,taking his leave in all zoy;and ſhe to requite his kind⸗ 

neſs, gave him fre leave, wiſhing the Gods to pꝛeſer ve and keep 
him in all danger, ſo that he may return as Conqueroz : The t. 
maſt humbly thauked her, and ſo took Yo2ſe,andhaſted him towards 
the Tent of the Gzeen At. The Gzeen Kt. perceiving from 
far his app2oach, ſet Spurs to his Hoꝛſe, andencountred the famous 
Unight valeram ſo fiercely, that he mote him off the Yozſe to the 
Earth; the G2een At. ſeeing him on rhe G2ound, ſuddenly lighted 
from his Yo2ſe, and took off the Helm frum his Mead: Galeram 
fearing n thing but pꝛeſent death, pielded ta the mercy of him, but 
all in vain, fo2 without pitty, he firſt deſpoiled him ol his Arms,+: 
aſter hanged him on a tree, as he had done the reſt befoge. Orſon per- 
ceiving that Ga cram was put to death, made ſigns with his hands 
that he would fight with him preſently, not letting him have any 

reſ; ite: but Valentine anſwered him again by ſigns, that he ſhould 
withvzaw himſelf foz a while; foz he woulo firſt go try his own 

ſtrength on him: Hereupon he pꝛeſently put himſelf in Arms, and 
being armed, twk his way towards the beauteous Lady, to take his 
lea ve, as it becumed him; being come befoze her,ſhe grew wonderous 
ſozrowful, F pet at laſt ſhe ſpake unto him on this manner: Alas, 

fair Ut. what madneſs is this in pou, to adventure your ſelf foz the 
love of ſuch an unfo2tunate Lady as 1: Well, if thou wilt needs 

run into danger, gocn, but J will invocate the Gods to aids. aſſiſt 

thee againſt thine and mine enemp; and ſo farewel. 

Leave thus taken of the Lady and the reſt. of the knights, Va- 
lentine mounted his Hoꝛſe, to take his Way toward the G2een Kt. 
As he was ready to put foꝛth, he met with a Moꝛthy knight wha 
was likewiſe enamaured with the love of the Lady, and thus began 
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fo ſay fo him 2 Dir, have a little patience, Jentreat vou, and ſuffer 
me to go firſt. : iend (quoth Valentine) J freely grant your deſire, 
go, and return with Uinozy, This Ats. name was Lyris, bozn 
m Savoy, aman of preat Birth and Living, but riotouſiy had run 
through his means, leaving himſelk little, ſave only his Voꝛzſe and 
Arms: Yaving thus obtained leave of Valentine, he alſo took leave 
of the Lo2ds there aſſembled, and ſo deparfed unto the Tent cf the 
G2een Bt; the G2een Bt. perceiving 1 yris to app2oach, leapt 
out of his Pavilion to welcome him. Tyris ſceing him, ſaid : 
Sir, pꝛeſently mount thy Yo2ſe and defend thy ſelf,fo2 J bzeathout 
defiance againſt thee ; the Gꝛeen Kt. hearing him ſay ſo, called fo2 
his Bo2ſe which was preſently bꝛought unto him; and putting his 
foot info the ſtirrup, ſuddenly ſeated himſelf in the Saddle, + beta. k 
him to his Spear 4 Gzeen Shield, pꝛeparing £6 take their courſe at 
each other; but at the firſt encounter, the Gꝛeen Kt.ran ſo furiouſly, 
that he ſmote T'yris quite thꝛough the Body with his Spear, ſo that 
he fell down ſtark dead; which he perteiving, put a Coꝛd about his 
neck, and hang' d him up amongſt the reft. 

Valentine hearing of the death of Tyris, was wonder ful ſozrow- 
ful, vet taking courage, he recommended himſelf to the Gods:having 
thus done, he put ſpurs to his Hoꝛſe, and took his way ſpeedily to⸗ 
warvs the Tent whereas the G2cen Bt. remained. Mhen the 
G2eenKt. eſpyed him, he was mo2e fearful of him, than of all the 
reſt ; wherefoze he called unto him, ſaying : Bt. give ear untg 
this J now ſhall ſay ; ſeeſt thou pender Tree: there ſhalt thou find 
hanginga G2een Shield,fetch it hither to me, and will reward thee 
liberally. Sir (ſaid Valentine) you have ſervants enough of pour 
own, ſend them, fo2 by me it ſhall never be fetched: By my Law 
(qv.the Green Rt.) yon ſhall either bꝛing me the ſhield, oꝛ elſe know 
this, you ſhall never conquer me. When Valentine had well conſi⸗ 
dered theſe wozds he ſpake as touching t* e fetching of the Shield, he 
valiantly rode cowards the Tree, but he loſt his labour,foz he could 
not have it, whereat he was ſozrowful, returning unto the Gꝛeen 
At. in an angry mood, ſaid thus unto him: Go fetch thy Shield thy 
ſelf, fo2 Jcannot have it, wherefoꝛe accurſed be that Pagician that 
ſo faſtned it: and an evil end betide him that ſent me thither to 
fetch it. Friend (quoth the Gzeen At. ſhall J tell thee r 
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by a Fairy, and therein remaineth ſuch vertue, that no man be he 
never ſo ſtrong, can take it from the place where it is faſtned, ſave 
only he alone, by whom I ſhall be overcome; and fe2 the doubt J 
ſtood in of thee, thcrefo2e I ſent thee thither, now my doubt is ſatis- 
fied; and therefo2e J adviſe thee to return to the Placefrom whence 
thou cameſt, ⁊ ſave thy ſelf ; fo2 ſeeing thee ſo fair a At. I am fo2ced 
to pity thee, and take no pleaſure in thy death, from which thou 
canſt not eſcape, if thou ſighteſt with me. Further to the end thou 
ſhouldeſt not think J attered theſe woꝛds te abuſe thy patience, know 
this: That there is none living that can vanquiſh me, except firſf, 
he be the Don of a King, andnerr, ſuch a one as never ſucked the 
Bꝛeaſt of any Moman. Now if thou beeſt ſucha one, thou mapeſt

Ly the Gods (quoth the G2een Kt.) then thou haſt ſome ſecret 
Treaſon to wozk againſt me, that thus thou runneſt upon thy death 
wilfally : but ere J part with thee, J will make thee know the 
p2ice of this thy raſhneſs: and therewithal leapt upon his Yozſe, 
bidding one of his Servants to bꝛing unto him a box of pzecious 
Balm, the vertue of it was ſuch,that what wound ſoe ver he received, 
though never ſo moꝛtal, it had power inftantly to heal up the bꝛeuch, 
having had pꝛot thereof befoze. 

After he had retei ved the box of Dyntment, he fuddenly put ſpurs 
fo his Voꝛſe, x couching his Spear in his reſt, both ran their courſe 
ſo furioull v, that therr ſpears bꝛake in many pieces ; And they ſud- 
denly dending themſelves to the next Courſe, moſt valiantly dzew 
out their Swords, whercat Valentine behaved himſelf ſo Nim- 
bly, that he gave the Gzcen knight ſo fell a ſtroak, that he cut him 
though his Armour, inſomuch that the blood iNued ont in great a⸗ 
bundance.

Greece, went fazth, and befg2e much time was (e1 
ved at Rome, The Pope hearing of his appꝛoach, recei 
great honour, and much Feaſting, Upon a dap, as he ſak at dinner 
with the Pope in his Palace Poutifical, there came tydings unto 
him, that the Gꝛeat Soldan of Egypt had beſieged Contantinople. 

The Ut. that bꝛought this meſlage, after his ſalutatio ded, be⸗ 

gan thus to p2ocecd : Yoly Father, the Sarazens with much power 

have beſieged and wꝛongkullp over run Conſtantinople; and J am 
charged to crave pour aid againſt theſe Enemies of Chriſtendom. 
hen the Pope underſtood theſe ill⸗ welcome tydings, he was dꝛi ven 
into a wond2ous dump, not knowing any p2cſent way to ſend them 
celief : but King Pepin being in pzeſence, comlozted him greatly,

The Empcro2 himſclf was fo o retire into the City, and be⸗ 
ing cooped up in ſo ſmall a Compaſs, his troubled thoughts ever⸗ 
moꝛe ran upon the Lady Belliſant, whom he had cruclly Baniſhed; 
always fearing that ſhe was dead, fc2 it was now full twenty Min⸗ 
ters paſt, ſince the time of her exile. By this time 1s Bing Pepin 
come within two miles of Conſtantinople, and there landed his 
men, raiſing Pavill ions, pitching of Tents, and ranging his fo2- 
ces into battel⸗ array. The Soldan having knowledge ol his arrival, 
and alſo of his pꝛoviſion, was much abaſhed thereat, and with all di⸗ 
ligencg returned to his Crong Pavillion, and being ſet down in his 
mannificene&thcre came unto tim certain cf his camp, fearfully and 
out aping thus unto him: G2eat and mighty Soldan, we 
come to give you true intelligence, that there is lately arrived to the 
number of two hundꝛed thouſand Romans, to bid us pꝛeſent battel;

followeth in the next Chapter, 
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How the Green Knight juſted againſt the two Sarazens, and having 
ſlain the one, the other fled: and how K. Pepin and his Hoſt was

"BE Gen Knight having recovered a new Spear, he ran

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This Pacolet being in the Caſtle, obſerved the behaviour of Valen- 
tine, and when he had fit tune, he addꝛelled himſelf fo2 Portugal, 
to bear neus to Ferragus, how ali matters had paſſed at the Caltle.

The Lady hearing ol his coming, pꝛeſently went to welcome him, 
and he as kindly enabꝛaced her, and ſaid unto her: Siſter,above all 
creatures living, have moſt deſired to ſee you, tell me, A pzay pon 
which is the Bt. vou mean to make your Yusband?

F. having thus gotten their good wills to depart foz Portu- 
gal, put all his Ships in a readineſs, and packing up all their 
pꝛoviſion, they put fozth to Sea.

Let them 
alone, their death will woꝛk you ſmall content: oꝛ if there be no re- 
medy, ſpare them and ſeize firſt upon me» and caſt me into the ſea, 
fo2 I would not live to ſex. ſuch two Innocents falſiy put to death 
without deſcrt. Yea, even ſo much was the Lady perpiered, that 
with very hearts ſoꝛrow, ſhe would have ſlain her ſelf, 02 elſe vi⸗ 
olently have leaped over⸗ board into the Dea. 

Ferragus perceiving her in this deſperate fit, gave ſtrict command 
that the ſhould be well attended by ſome of his Barons, and eſpectal- 
ly that ſhe ſhould not ſo much as ſpeak a wo2d with either of the p21- 
ſoners, thus leaving her to her laments; and the Chziſlians, both 
Valentine and Orſon faſt bound in bands.

Then 
thus, J bztng vou jopful tydings, and yet the end of my tale will

Valentine, Jre* 
turn him che lye that ſays lo I will maintain my innocenty with my | 
ſ\wozd. Nay(ſaid K. Lucar) it he had plotred any creaſon he would ne⸗ 
ver have come again, then Brandiffer to ded the body to be roy⸗ 
ally interred. This news gladdedthe Indian & gathering up 
all his fozces, he iCued fozth of the City. Thebattel begun, Va- 
lentine thzew himſelf into the thickeſt, ſo that none durſt Cand befoze 
lim. At laſt, meeting the Indian R. he more himoff his hozſe; Pacolet 
ſeeing him down, Valentine and he led him unto the Tent of King 
B:andifter: when tidings came that the Indian R. was taken; he cal- 
led unto his men, ſaying: Follow hard and the day ig our own: ſo 
entred the battel, and dzave the Indians to a retreat. Men Brandiffer 
ſaw they withdꝛew themſelves, they followed them to the gates, where 
fell on both des a great laughter.

Then he ſaid unto King Lucar, Son, we have the Ring of 
Inde in hold let us make ſhozt work with him and.tom3zrow mozn- 
ing let him be hanged up: wylch being done, we will (pezd unto An⸗ 
gory againt the French, and take vengcance foʒ theſe wzongs done 
unto me. Allo, J have there in a rong Caſtle, the Empecoz of 
Greece and the Gzeen Knight, Pziſohers ; who at my c:ming ſhall 
ſuffer death. Valentine being pzeſent, was glad to hear of his Fa⸗ 
ther, ſo by a gn he acquainted Pacolet , that he ſhould very 
ſpoztly and in nerd of or TY „ who inwardly vowed that 
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he would find ſeme means to releaſe them out of Pziſon. Allo, the In- 
dian King looked wiftly on Valentine, and lald thus to himſelf, Cur» 
ſed be thar-honrthar tho my hands, fo2 had I put thee unto 
death, theſe dangers had never befallen mc: Then King Lucar called 
a ſtrong Guard of armed Sarazeng, and ſaid unto them, keep well rhis 
Traitoz, and to mozrow he ſhall be Yanged. .

Herewith 
Pacolet led him towards Brandiffer,cauling all the Watch to fall in- 
to a dead ſleep, and ſo Enchanted him,rhat he aroſe, made him read», 
and went along with the Indian King into bis Pallace. 

The Indian being thus ſer free, gave thanks to Mahomet for his 
delivery: then Pacoler hought him a Hoꝛſe, made him mount, and ſer 
Brandifter behind him, and ſent them packing foz India, 4 ſo took hig 
leabe.

Nod the Sarazens that Guarded the 
Indian, lap ſtill afleep. At the bꝛea ot᷑ day Lucar came to the Pavilion 
where the Indian lay, but when the Pagans law. him, they cry fo2 
mercy, foz they had loſt their Pꝛiſoner. Uarlets; quorh Lucar, your 
lives hall pap fo2 it, ſo he cauſed them to be dawn along theftrets - 
at hoſes tails, after hanged, whereat Pacoletlaughed,but Valentino 
laid: friend, I ſþall never be at eaſetiN I have found dut my Father, 
whom Brandiffer keepeth in pziſon. Here Valentine &Pacolet leave 
the Pagans, and after travel, to hear tydinggof the Lady Clerimond. 

Pou have heard befoze, how King Pepin took Angory, ſo now will 
J make plain to pou the manner of aTreafon toward him by Haufray 
and Henry, it happened as the King was in his bed in Angory, he had 
a dꝛeam to this effect: he thought that he beheld 2 
unto him divers Relicks, beſides a ſumptuous S. ; and thzee 
times this Apparition troubled him: the Wozning being now come, 
be called befoze him all his Barons, « declared untothem the manner 
of this Dꝛeam, & ſaſd unto them: Loꝛda, 3 know not what may befal, 
but J think it ſome Melullon, oz elſe it may be that J ſpould go bidr 
71 Holy places without the City of jeruſalem.

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will go with you if pou pleaſe,+ Jalfo,quoth Myon Daugler:after 
Twelde Peers offered themſelves unto him, to aſſiſt him in his 
The King hearing them ſo foxward,gave them thanks, 

and calling befoze him Haufray 4 Henry, he ſaid unto them: Baufray 
you bnow you are mp Natural Son, but yet in ſuch time was pou got · 
ten when I had not one foot of Land in France, therefo2e it is my 
will that you enjoy this Land ol Angory, theretoze keep it valſantly. 
Then Haufray ſaid to Henry, Byother,you underſtand the R. our 
Father well, do you net? He will pzefer us to ftrange Lands, as if we 
were e his Song: now as foz his young Son Charles, 
be p2ovidethto leave him King of France, © we muſt be content with 
a Fo2raign part: therefoze be _ by me, # Pepin ſhall never _ 
a2 nto 
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into France to eſtabliſh his Heir. We will mozk a plot to deliver him 
into tte hands ol the Pagans, and then ſhall we be King ok France, 
and Emperoz of Rome, all whith I thirſt after. Bꝛot her (qd. Henry) 
pour woꝛds are well put together, but how ſhall this thing be accom- 
pliſhed: Haufray ſaid, I ſhall tell thee how: Go unto King Brandifler, 
and tell him that J mult have his daughter Galazy, and being with 
him, tell him that King Pepin and the twelve Peers of France, do 
determine to go to the Holy Sepulchze, & they may be callly ſurpꝛized, 
fo2 they take along with them but afew in train. Bother, this will 
do well, wherefoze make haſte to India, there ſhall you find Lucar and 
Brand fler: when you have found them, acquaint them with theplor, 
and J will go along with them. So, ſo, qv. Haufray, fo; I Galt never 
be at quiet till this buſineſs be finiſhed. Thus had tiey plotted trea» 
ſon againſt their Father, who had now entred rhe Seas, thinking to 
accompliſh their Pilgrintage.

they have taken their Journey ro viſit the Yolv-Sepulchze at Jer uſa- 
lem, flenderly accompanied. Quoth Brandiffer, fo theie tydings J 
will give rhce my Daughter Gaiazy , but it mult be upon condition, 
that you renounce your Faith; ves, qd. Hauf. ay, that hall A do. When 
King Brandiffer ſaw the Treachery of Hau'ray, fir{ that he would 
betray his Father, next fozſake his Religion, he withdzew himſelf to 
adviſe with Zucar andthe Caliph, ſaying to them; Pou ſee the T reas 
fons of this man that demandeth my daughter, how dare I truſt him 
that ſecketh the death of is Father, and Ruſne of the whole State of 
France: no, J will not make my peace with ſuch an Homicide, A had 
rat her ſee my daughters death, than give her to a vile Traptoz, Af- 
ter theſe wozds, he called to Haufray,and (aſd, Sir, Jam glad of your 
coming,t this ſhall be pour tagk,you ſhall go to mp daughter and bear 
this Letter from me, there paſs away pour time till we have further 
leaſure to reſolveon your tuſineſs. Sir, (aid Haufray, A am ready to 
accompliſh your demand. So he delivered him the Letter, and a 100 
men to conduct him on his way: afrer they were at Dea, within few 
days they came within the Gght of the trong Caſtle where Galazy 
was; when they were come into the Gate of the Callle, the Pozter tal · 
led unto them, ſaying, my TLoꝛds ,you may not enter without ſome cer. 
tain token. Pozter, ſald Haufray, tell he Lady that we ſhall ſatisfic 
her : the Pozter went unto tle Lady and ſaid, Lady, without the Gare 
ſtand a company of men that fain would enter. and as IJ think they are 
come from your Father. The Lady bad her Gentleman Uſher, go 
know what tle? would, and whence they were. who did as ſhe com⸗ 
manded: as ſoon as the underſtood he came from her Father R. Blar- 
difter, ſhe bound up the Lions, and opened the Gate, ſo Hau'ray en: 
tred,and thought all this had been fo2 his good, but it fell our contrary, 
fo he by treaſon was intrapped. Being entred the Caſtle, he was 
bzought befoze rhe Lady Ga'azy , whoſe Beauty even amazed him, 
lo that he was not able to ſpeak one wozd. Afrer ſome ſpace of time, 
he ſaluted the Lady, andſaid unto her; Fair Soveraign, bnow, 
that 
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that fo2 the great renown that J have heard of your admirable beauty, 
J have left my Country, and paſſed the Seas, to acquaint pour Father 
with that which hall make him happy, and fo2 that you ſhall find me 
ſpeak nothing but trurh,loe, here is a Letter ſent by me from your Fa- 
ther. The Lady taking the Letter, read it, when ſhe dad read ſt, the 
beheld Haufray, ſaying ; Taſſal, J have read thy Letter, and J find 
thee a Chriſtian, and that thou haſt ſold the life of thy Father, and 
the twelve Peers of France; all this my Father certifieth by his Let- 
ter unto me, and tommandeth me that I deterncine what ſhall be done 
unto thee, Now koz that J underſtand thee to be a moſt perfidſoug 
Traptoz, J ſwear by the Law J pzofeſs, J will neither take pitynoz 
mercy upon ſuch a wzetch as thou art; fo ſhe called unto her Otki⸗ 
ters, and committed him to Pziſon in a dark Dungeon. Haufray 
ſeeing what had happened, ſaid; It is a bitter Marriage to me, inſtead 
of having my Perſon, you ſhall be Maſter of my Pꝛiſon; and ſo he 
was convey'd away fozth of her pzeſence, Now in the ſame Dungeon 
lay the Emperoʒ ot Greece, and the Gzeen Knight, & when they heard 
they ſhould hade another Fellow-p2iſoner, the Cay ſo ſoon as he 
came in, demandedof him from whence he was? Hautray ſald, it is 
no matrer of whente, but Jam that unhappy Haufray, Baſtard-ſonof 
K. Pepin ; why, qd. the Emperoz, J am the Emperoz of Greece, tan 
pou tell me how it fareth with my Bzother K. Pepin and my 2 ſong, 
with the reſidue of the Peers ofa France? Sir, [aid Haufray, they 
are in this Country of Angory, and have won the ſame in Battel. 
So leave we them in Pyſſon, and return to Valentine and Pacolet.

Tlis Wilt being dilperſed, Pa- 
colet tame to Valentine, and ſatd,ler ug depart.foz there's no wap to 
Conquer this Caſtle, but by Treaſon ; fo they fozſook the Caſtle and 
went towards Aagory : being there, they demanded Tydings of 
King Pepin,but it was anſwered, he was gone to leruſalem on Pil- 
nrimage; ſo Valentire reſolved to (tay there till his Uncle returned, 
but all in vain, fo2 by the Treaſon of Haufray,King Pepin wag ſur⸗ 
p:13ed by Brandiffer, as you ſhall hear.

c killed him, demanding of him whether he went? Lady (qd. he) J go to 

fight againſt the Inſidels, to bing home the 1 2 Peers of France, with 

an army to oberthzow Haufray 4 Henry, ⁊ to ſuceour Charles. Having 

refreſhed themſelves with meat they let fozth towards Hungary: teing 

come, they came beloze all the Barrons,who were much aſtonied at Va- 

lentine's art,greatly deſiring to learn it, but he would teach it no man: 

Now was Brandiffer with his Holt, come within a mile okt Angory, + 

there planted his ſiege. The Citizens hearing hereof,ſbut up their gates, 

dꝛew up their b1idges; +afrer got on the walls, lying a month together 
without making any reſiſtance, The Enmperoꝛ hearing that Brandiffer 
had begirt Angory with ſo huge an armp/ reſol bed to leave the ſtrong 

Caſtle to the Guardofa Knight. So the Emperoz, Orſon, 4 the Gzeen 
At. took ſhipping, accompanied with 1000 Soutdiers': being at Sea, 
they ſaw a great fleet of Ships coming to them, at laſt they found it to 
be a Pagan with 10000 men, going to the ſuttoue of Brandiffex: The 
Ghzilfans longing to fight with the Pagans, fell upon them, fo that 
there chanted a bloody battel: great valour was ſown on both des; 
but they knew not whether the victozy would incline. At laſt the Pagan 
Admiral encountring a Thziſtſan Kr. tumbled him over Ship-board : 
Orſon ſtanding by bim grew angry: & taking his Ar, truck him ark 
dead. This deed diſcouraged the Pagax.s,thatthey wit hdzew themſelves 
all that night, they having loſt 15 tall Ships, and oo men. Then the 
Emperoꝛ ſaid: Lo2ds, let us Arms our ſelbes with ſuch Weapons as 
here we have ſeized from the Pagans , which they p2eſently did, but 
this enterpꝛize was fatal, fo2 the Emperoz wag lain by bis own Son 
Valentine, who took him foz an Infidel , as hereafcer you ſhall year, 
But here they hoiſe ſail again, and at laſt arrived in Angory. 

Atter a months liege, Valentine ſent a defiance to Brandiffer, of- 
fering him battel. The Chziſtians divided their battel into ten Squa⸗ 
dzong, whereof D. Myllon was their General. The ſerond, Sampſon of 
Orleance. The third, Earl of Vandſom. The four Earl of Cam- 

ne. The fifth, Quintineof Norm. fixth, the D. of Burgoyn. 
he ſeventh; the Earl ol Dampmartin. The tig heb, the Earl of Aſ- 
ſerve. The ninth, the Maſhal of Conſtantinople, The tenth, was Va⸗ 
lentine, who added courage to all the reſt. Being in oꝛder, they iſſued 
out of the City, to aſſail Brandifier, who had divided his Army into 15 
Squadzons;t that Squadzon which badehe leaſt Commander, wag a 4 
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At the joyning of thefe battels, a certain Pag in (that never befoze had 
been in wars )couched his Spear in his reſt,and would be the fozemoſt 
man, but Va lent ine thinking to cool his pꝛide, ran againſt him, (truck 
him down dead. Then they fell to it peſt-mell, wherein the Chziſttans 
behaved thcmſttves valiantly, and che Indian Ring entring the Bart: 
tel, made very much daughter: bat Valentine miſſing him, gave him 
fuch a counter-bulf, that he ſet him bildes his Hove. 

At this p2eſent the Chꝛiſtians got the better, + cauſed the Jnfidels to 
gide ground, hut there came in a Sarazens Captain, with 3000 men, 
ond continued the battel moꝛe hotter then beksze. By this time R. Lu- 
car lighted onthe Indian R. &lcnt him ſuctoꝛ: now the Thiiltians be- 
gan to retire, inlomuch that they had been kozced to a ſhameful flight, had 
not two dal iant Kes, ax rived in Angor y, with 500 men at arms (the 
which lately had come krom the holy Sepulchꝛe, and ſuffered much miſe⸗ 
ry) entred the field. The one of them bought ints France, the daughter 
of a rich admiral, called Claradine, t cauſed her xd be baptized, ehe name 
of the ont, was Reynord of Province, the other, Myllon of Dyon. At 
their appꝛoach the Pagans were much diſcomfires,fo) MyTon of Dyon 
at his firſt encounter,ſmote R. Lucar ſtark dead. A at the next, another 
N called Rabres; which accident much amazed Brandiffer. At another 
part of the battel ruſhed in Rey nord, « flew many ok them. Valentine 
wond?2d at theſe two Ktg. of * c coming towards them, laid, 
EL o2ds, you are wel come, J p2ay pot: what are pou, 02 by what chance 
come Fou hither? Friend (qv. Reynord) we are Loꝛds of France, and 
lately cometrom the holy Sepulchze, w. o hearing ok Theſe wars, we 
thoug]t it requiſite to defend pou againſt the Pagans. J am called 
Rey nord, Loꝛd ot Province ⁊ my tompanton is calted-Myllonof Dyon. 
Duath Valentine, once again heartily welcome, fox MiTlon Daugber 
is here, & all the Peers of France: ſo they joyntly ritſhed afreſh into the 
Battel. All this while the Indian R. had a ſpleen at Valentine, fo; his 
laſt diſgrace, æ finding him out, accompanied only with 3 other Kings, 
they ſo encountred Valentine, that they did mite him and his horſe to 
the ground: being down, he quickly recovered, & dzawing ottt his{wod, 
defended himCelf therewith but with much danger. At laſt D. Myllou, 
Sampſon, & Gar vis, tame unto his ſuctour, getting a freſh hot koꝛ him. 
Valentine being mount ed, made his courſe againſt the Indian R. again, 
e ſtribing him down, took from him his ſhield, which he kept, (koꝛ he had 
lat his own.) This ended, tydings came, that a great fleet of Sorazens- 
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ab was coming near unto the Haven. Dereupon Valentine ſaid, Lo2ds, 
let us pzeſently gs ſtrengrhen the pallageg. ©0 Valentine and the D. 
Myllon of Dyon went to the Haven, but thele were all friends and 
Chziſtians, amongſt whom, was his Father the Emperoz of Greece, 
of whom you ſhall hear moze at large. Ms: 

The Emperoz having landed his men, Valentine {elated him with his 
ſpear in his reſt:the Emperoʒe wha bare the ſpicldof a Garazen unknown) 
encountred with his ſon. Az laſt Valentine ran bis ſpear quite rhzough 
his fathers bodp,that he (ell down dead. Hig father being dead, he (aid, 

montioy vive Greece.Orſon ſeeing his father dead, did wep,e ſaidunts 
Valentine: Byjother, there is [mall conqueſt in this, fo2 vou habe Lain 
pour father. Nl hen he heard him ſap ſo, he kell in an ertae from h s hoꝛſe. 
To this lamentation of the two bꝛothers, came Rey nord of Province, 
+ My llon of Dyon to comfo2t them, ſaping, Knights, have patience,fo2 
tears cannot retal him; Alas, ſaid Valentine, what have I donc it wete 
happy fo2 me, i death would take me from this wozld, { have tomnuttid 
this fact, deteſtable both to God e men: O what will become of me? my 
life have J paſſed away in troubles, tozments, + cares, and now to add 
moze (ozrow to mp dayr,J have ſhed the blood of my dear father,Byother 
Orſon, take mp [wo2d ⁊ cut off my head, tlat the earth map not bear (0 
bloody a butche . Bzother,ſatd Orſon depart not thus, tut repent,and ns 
doubt but pou ſhall be fozgiven. So comfozting him in this manner, at 
| laſt they got him to his hozſe, whereon being mounted, be ran thzough⸗ 
out the Pagan Troops ſo furiouſly, that all they that ſtood in his wap 
periſhed. Now began the battle to encreaſe, + K. Chriſtopher flew the 
Chuſtians on every fide. At laſt Valentine meeting him, gave him 
ſuch a Tanvalada, that pe pierced his body quite rhzough. In this bat⸗ 
tel the D. Alon of Don Reynord of Province, rufhed ſo fierte in 
to the battel of the enemy, that they were taken p2iſoners : yer not⸗ 
withſtanding their adverie koꝛtunes they got their liberties once again, 
and made Charles R ot France, with honour and joy,to the deſtruction 
of Haufray x Henry the 2 notable traitozs : pet was not this flecce, 
long, x tedious battel ended, {02 they ood it out mantully on either de. 
Valentine being careleſs of lite, at laſt met with Branditter, who en⸗ 
countred each other ſo ftercely that both fell to the earthꝛbut Valentine 
ſudenly recovering himſelk, took the k.ſuch a blow, that he clave his head. 
K. Brumant ſecing bis bzother lain, depar ted out of the fleld with the ad⸗ 
miral of Cordes, x R. loſirch, who cauſed a retreat to be ſounded - the 
Dd 3 Chiiltians 
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Thiiltians followſng,few'many thorfands, + others leapt into the ſea; 
© 20wned themſelbeg. So the nicht dzawing on, the Ehziſtians return⸗ 
ed into the Citꝰ:next mozning in bur-t1g the dead, there was great la⸗ 
mentation fo: the Emperoy'of Greece. Then his body was ropally in» 
terred in the City of Angory, but Valentine could not be comlozted. 
The Pagans being thus twice put to the wozſe befoze Angory, D. 
Myllon too his leabe vt Valentine; to return into France, ſaying: Va- 
lentine, I would J could return as fwifrly back, as pou bꝛought me 
hither. Friende lald Valentine) I would J had never known the art, fo: 
if hath bzought not hing kat ſhame-4 veration on me, + him anuntimely 
death, that taught it me: lo the D. Myllon departed, Valentine g Orſon 
intended to go foꝛ Greece, but beloze their departure, they Trowned the 
Ozeen Rt. N. of Angory. Afterleave taken, Or ſon called the falr Ga- 
lazy unto him, and laid, Love, J know you are with: child by me, yet J 
cannot wed you, fo2 that J have another wife ; but befoze- J go, J will 
make certain Lands over unto you fo2 your maintenance, that you may 
hereafter libe of your ſelf, without the help of any other. All theſe offers 
the denyed, but ſaid, ſhe would go to Sea with him; +afrer confine me 
to ſome Religious Houle, wherein J may ſpend the reſidue of my days, 
Agreed(qv. Or ſon) t fo he took her with him to Conſtantinople, Being 
tome thither, they lend wozd to the Empyeſs ok their Father's death. 
but concealed by whom it was done. The Lady was ſozrowful fo2 her 
Hugband, but joyed at the ght of her Childzen, fo did all the City 
!ikewiſe {- making great triumphs rh2zoughour the lame. The Em⸗ 
preſs being on a certain time at dinner, ſald unto her Song: it mut 
be agreed betwirt you, who ſhall be Emperoz. Orſon replyed, J ap» 
pertaineth not ta me to-rake the fir(t place: Bother, let it be as J ſay, 
fo2 Jam beholdeng to vou, you nothing to me: therekoze take the 
Empire, and ſway the Dcepter. &7 
At laſt it was agreed on, that they ſhould joyntly gobern, but Valen- 
tine tontinued not long in that (tate of dignity; fo2 ſhoztly after, on a 
mazning, be called to him Clerimond, + laid thus unto her: Underſtand 
me you know that J have lain my Father, and my conſcience remaineth 
till troubled toʒ that tac, Jam therefoze minded to go on pilgrimage. 
Commend me to my mother, ⁊ my bꝛother O/o, both which IJ charge 
pou not to ſee, til} fifreen days be paſſed over, and then give them this 
Letter : all wyich the Lady muſt conſent unto, although in * :

How Ya! nti:e took leave of Clerimond before his Pilgrimage, and 
how King Hugon demanded Clerimo.d for his Wife and how 
he betrayed Orſon and the Green Knight: and how Galeran 
delivered his Letters to the Ladies, and of the grievous la- 
mentations they made; How Veh ſant and Clerimond came to 
know of King Hagen Treaſon, and how Ge leren loſt his 
head, and how Orſon and the Green Knight were ſer free, 
T2 Valentine ſaid, Lady, ceaſe your tears, x gibe me rour UCled- 
ding:Ring : the having done fo, he bzake ir in two pieces, keeping

Having long travelled, at laſt he came to 
Rome, there coming into the p2eſenre of a Þermer , he confeſſed tle 
death of his Father; the Hermit ſeeing him ſo Penitent, enjoyned him 
penance. Firſt change thy habit, and go barely cloathed.and 7 years lye 
under the ſtajrs ef thy Palace, without ſpeaking any wo da, thou ſhalt 
neither 
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neither eat no2 dzink, but ol the (craps that come from thine own Ta⸗ 
ble; do tlig, and fear not thy fing. Sir, ſaid Valentine, all thig J will 
do - Co adi er he had dined, he departed, without ſpeaking to his ſervant: 
after this, Valentine entered into a Mood, feeding upon Roots, and 
te ton inued there ſo long, that he was fozgotten amongtt men. 
O1ſon h«ving now read the Letter that Clerimond delivered him, 
wept bitterly, inſomuch as the Lady ſaid unto him: Byother,ceaſe your 
lament. Alas,ſaid Or ſon, have great cauſe,fo2 this Letter ſheweth, 
that my Bother will never return.Yereat the Ladp (wounded, & recs» 
vering her ſelf,ſhe (aid, why hath my love hidden his intent from me? 
bur all her ſozrow could not call hm home again. Tydings was ſpzead 
thꝛough the City, that Valentine would never return: Clerimond 
wailcd Belly ſant conplaincd,+ Orſon ſighed. Row(as the ſtoꝛy (aith,) 
the Lady Fezon hearing that Orſon had got another Lady with child, 
ſhe dyed with grief. Being dead, Ocſon made a years ſolemnity ot her 
Funeral, andafter married Gala7y, of whom you have heard bekoze. 
Now JI ſhall ſhew you how Valentine came back to Conſtantinople 
in beggerlp weeds, inlomuch that he was not known, going from houſe 
to houle a begging. At laſt he went into his Bzothers Palace about 
ſupper time, « thoſe that waltedat the Table beat him away: Orſon 
ſeeing them lo chin liſh, bad then let {im alone, foꝛ Jam willing that 
all poo2 men ſhould be relieved toz my Byocter Valentines ſake, that 
ſo we may hear tp2iugs of Lim. Afrer this, they bzought him meat and 
wine, but be eſpying a bagker wherein the ſcraps were put, eat thereok, 
which amazed the beholders : night being come. the lervitozs agked Or- 
fon if te would let that counterkcit bide in his Palace.

Thus abode Valen- 
tine, and made his bed under the Cairs,of raw. On the mozrow, Or-

thus naked, without cloatis ? this nigit you ſhall have ſome pꝛodi⸗
